A BRIEF 


ACCOUNT 


From ſeveral Places, of a SignalViBory obtaiued againſt 
the Turks , and raiſmg the Siege of Vienna , by the 
Emperour, the King of Polland, and tbe reft of the 
Confederat Princes, 


Rom the Imperial Camp about four Miles from Vienna, September 2, 
The King of Polland has joined us, and all things are diſpoling tor the 
relief of Vienna, which continues to make a very brave Defence 3 however 
the Gariſon is much weakened, and therefore rhe Governour has let the 
Duke of Lorrain know, that no time is to be loſt. You have already had 
an account of the Action we were engaged in againſt a Body of Tuks and 
Tartars on the 24. paſt, to which we cannot add any thing, unleſs it be to 
do right to the King of Englands Subjects, who had a ſharein it, Count 
Talt commanded in the left Wing, and gave Eminent proofs of his Cou- 
rage and ConduQ, and the Lord Land{downe, who was with him, with 
other Volonriers , did diſtinguiſh himſelf with great Gallantry in the hotreſt 
of the Action, 
Lintz, September 9g. The fixth inſtant the Prince of Baden returned hi- 
ther from the Army, ( which paſſed the Denube the third, fourth, .and 
fifth inſtance, at a place called Sterzdorf.) and gave the Emperor an account 
of the Reſolutions that, have been taken for the Relief of Vienna : T hat the 
King of Poland was to march with the Van towards Maurbach and Maur, 
the mam Body commanded by the Duke of Lorrain towards Wol- 
kerſdorf and Count Waldecke with the Rear towards Cloſter Neuburg 3 
That they intended to attack the Enemy on Sunday next, and that 
the Chriſtian Army conſiſts of 85000. Fighting men. The ſixth inſtant ar- 
rived here the EleQor of Bavaria , who parted again from hence yeſterday 
with the Emperor for Cloſter Neuburg. Before His Imperial Majeſty went 
hence, he received advice that the Turks had the ſeventh inſtant ſprung two 
Mines, one whereof made a breach in the Baſtion of Lebel, and that thexe- 


upon they madea very furious aſſault, in which.they were repulſed; Hows 
ever the place mg to be in great danger, as we know by the figns the 


beſieged have made. The ſeventh the Empreſs was brought to Bed of a Daugh- 
ter. From Hungary we had advicethat Prince Abafti, as likewiſe rhe Pru- 
ceſs 'of Walachia and Moldavia have orders from the Grand Vitier to remain

Ratisbonne Seprember 15. Several” Couric's have paſſed through this 
Place fince yeſterday Morning, co ing tion Vienna and from the Imperial 
Army, by whom we are informed, That on Sunday the 12th inſtant, the Chri- 
ſtian. Army atiacked the Turks m their Camp , and totally defeated' them, 
that their F.ot were all cut in pi-ces, and their Horſe fled, leaving their Bag- 
"gage, Cannon, Tents,and all they had behind them ; that the Imperial Army 
ſtood 1n Battallia all the night ivllovw ing, that they might be in a poſture to 
receive the Enemy, in caſc they ſho :1d rally again. That the King of Po- 
land with his Troops,and ſome o' the Germans, were gone 11 purſuite of them, 
and were not 1cturned to the I nperial Army on Monday noon, at which 
time liberty was given tothe Soldiers to Strip the E1emies dead, It's ſaid the 
Imperciliſts havenut loſt above 4. or 500. Men ; and that the King of Poland 
his taken two H »rſe Tails, ( which are the Turks Signals of War ) as like- 
wiſe the Grand Viher's Standard, and his own Horſe; but that it is not yet 
known what is become of himſelf. The Letters we expe to morrow will 

oive us, with more certainty, the parriculars of this great action.

He tells us, That the 12. about ten in the Morning, 
the Chriſtian Army attacked the Turkiſh Camp 3 That the King of Poland 
made the attack on the ſide of the Empreſſcs Houle, called!a Fat o-7re, where 
the Grand V:ſter had his quarters ; the Duke of Lorrain on the file of the 
Baſtion oſthe Coart, and Prince Waldccke on that of the Scorch Gate, That 
baving without any great oppoſition entred the Enemies Camp, their Horſe 
fled, and the Foot was all d. ſt. oyed, and all their Baggage, Cannon, Tents
